The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
None of the prior art discloses or suggests a process for controlling a temperature of a 
target animal at a given location by providing an air fan with a planar member defining an air 
outlet opening and an air juxtaposed in the air outlet opening in the planar member with the 
planar member peripherally surrounding the fan on all sides and extending peripherally 
outwardly. The applicant has shown unexpected results in the declaration, wherein adding an 
intake implement to the fan provide increased distance and humidity.
